He was on duty at the time 
and saw several cars stopped 
on the road. When he got out of 
his car he said he could see one 
of the tires of a car sticking up 
out of the canal. 

"I looked around and nobody 
on the bank was wet, so I knew 
the people must still be in the 
car," lie said. 

He went into the canal and

Woman to receive settle- 
ment in husband's death

South Bay--A woman whose 
husband was killed during a 
robbery attempt at the 
Okeechobee Inn June 7, 1990 
will receive a settlement worth 
$737,831. 

Sandra Haynes, of Pelham, 
Tennessee, the widow of 
Charles Walter Haynes, settled 
during a pretrial mediation 
conference. In a lawsuit filed in 
Palm Beach County Circuit 
Court in 1991, Mrs. Haynes 
said the motel was negligent in 
failing to provide adequate 
security for registered guests. 

Walter Frank Haynes, the 
deceased, was a truck driver 


from Pelham, Tennessee, who 
had stopped for the evening at 


the Okeechobee Inn on SR 715. 


in South Bay. He was shot and 
killed during a robbery attempt 
while at the soft drink machine 
located on the motel premises. 
Two suspects were arrested 
in connection with the shoot- 
ing, Barnes Bertram Lampkin 
and Anthony Chastain. Both 
are awaiting trail in Palm 
Beach County. 
Michael H. Stauder, attorney 
for the estate and Sandra 
Haynes, agreed to the settle- 
ment during the pretrial 
mediation conference. Trial was 
scheduled for September 1992 
before Judge Edward Fine. 


Day care center sought 
for Alzheimer's patients

Pahokee---Pahokee will be 
getting an Alzheimer's Day 
Care. Center if city comm- 
issioners and the Alzheimer's 
Association of Greater Palm 
Beach Chapter can get a 
location set up and running by 
January 1, 1993. 

‘The plan calls for renovation 
of the old Pahokee elementary 
School cafeteria which is 
where the Alzheimer's 
Foundation would like to 
locate. 

Mark Cornett, Coordinator of 
Patient and Family Services, 
said, "This center will be for 
the. entire Glades area 
including Pahokee, South Bay, 
Belle Glade and may include 
Okeechobee." 

This will bring at least five 
new jobs to the Glades area. 
The Alzheimer's Foundation 
will be looking for two 


registered nurses and three 


nurses' aides and lots of 
volunteers. 

Mr. Cornett said they would 
be seeking a Glades resident to 
sit on the board to represent 
the Glades communities. 

There are an estimated 
48,000 individuals living in 
Palm Beach County who suffer 
with Alzheimer's Disease or 
some other disease or disorder 
causing dementia. 

Alzheimer's Disease is а 
progressive, degeherative 
disease that attacks the brain 


and resalts in impaired 
memory, thinking and 
behavior. It affects an 


estimated 4 million American 
adults. It is the most common 
form of dementing illness. 
More than 100,000 die of 
Alzheimer's Disease annually, 
which makes it the fourth 
leading cause of death in 
adults, after heart disease,

Amelia Elizabeth Houston was born August 
14, 1904 in Irvington, Georgia. She was the 
daughter of the late Reverend Willis and Daisy 
Griffjn. She moved to Belle Glade in 1933. 

On October 22, 1933 she married James T. 
Houston, Sr. Next October they would have 
celebrated their 50th anniversary. Mr. and Mrs. 
Houston had three children, Iola Houston Beale, 
deceased, and James T. Houston, Jr., and an 
adopted son, Willie Houston. 5 

Mrs. Houston was a former Bes of the 
First Baptist Church of Okeechobee, and later 
became a member of the St. John First Baptist 
Church in Belle Glade during the pastorate of 
the late Reverend S. Randolph. At St. John First 
Baptist Church, she served faithfully with 
distinction as a member of the Deaconess Board 
under the pastorate of the Reverend J.B. Adams. 

A progressive activist -with the local 
community, state, and nation, she was affiliated 
with the following organizations:

Association (President for over thirty years). 

* The Progressive Missionary and Educational 
Baptist State Convention of Florida, Inc. 
(President 1972-1986,) under her leadership, 
lead the women in contributing more than 
$800,000 ой Florida Memorial College Annual 
Donation Day - President Emeritus from 1986 
until her death.

Joint wetland agreement set

Palm Beach County and the Florida 
Department of Environmental Regulation 
(DER) have entered into an agreement for joint 
wetland permitting, which began August 10th. 

The agreement establishes a process where 
the County's Department of Environmental 
Resources Management (ERM) will provide 


| permitting, compliance and enforcement for 


short form wetland permit applications for 
projects in Palm Beach County. The County will 
be doing this on behalf of the Southeast District 
office of DER. 

This agreement will streamline the regulatory 
process by substantially eliminating the 
duplication of effort between the two agencies. 

In order to achieve that goal, ERM staff will 
process short form wetland permit applications 
for both departments. The end result will be one 
final agency action which provides both DER 
and ERM authorization. 

According to the agreement, ERM staff will 
also handle the normal processing of short form 
permit applications, including preparation of 
completeness summaries, exemptions, general

next year. On August 12th it 
was announced that the United 
States and Mexico had reached 
an agreement on the North 
American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA). 
According to Congressman 
Tom Lewis (R), the agreement

will be initialed sometime in 
early September after the 
Congressional recess. Once the 
final agreement is signed, 
which could be early» next 
year, Congress will have 90 
legislative days to pass the 
agreement. 

Reaction from area growers is 
mixed but most feel this will 
have a devastating effect on the 
Glades and the entire state of 
Florida. One area grower who 
asked not to be identified said, 
"First, they cut our wrists with 
the SWIM Plan and now they 
are cutting our throats with 
this agreement." 

Mexico, unlike the United 
States, does not have.the 


restrictions placed on them by 
the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration, The Environmental 
Protection-Agency, Department 
of Agriculture, Department of 
Labor (wages), The Internal 
Revenue Service, and the many 
other governing agencies and 
legal aid attorneys to keep 
Mexican growers on their toes. 
The result is a cheaper gown, 
cheaper harvested, and heavily 
chemically dusted product at a 
much lower price which will 
drive American prices down, 
according to an area grower.
